BUTLER’S SCHEME. 


The Cock-Hyed Statesman in a 
Liberal Mood. 


He Would Pension Every Soldier of 
the Late War--Injured and Unin- 
jured Alike—Whether Federal or Con- 
federate. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Bos rox, May 9.— Have you observed the ac- 
tion of the Committee on Pensions in Congress in 
reporting bills? was asked of Gen. B. F. Butler 
to-day. 

“I bave,” Gen, Butler replied, with some care 
and interest and with some amusement, and have 
seen them struggling to avoid doing that which 
they oughttodo if they are going to do that 
which they recommended to be done. They 
apparently are seeing how near they can 
come to pensioning everybody who haa a part in 
the late wa., and yet not do it. They claim only 
to de pensioning invalids, but their bills take 
away all restrictions as to proof of disability,and 
while I do not suppose it is intended by the com- 
mittee, yet they seemto be playing into the 
hands of claim agents. Why not do as our 
fathers did in 1826 and 1832 with the 
Revolutionary soldiers? They pensioned all 
who served in any way in the war of the 
Revolution, whether as militiamen, sea- 
fencibles or in line, fixing a maximum 
for those who served during the war and then 
giving to those who served a less time a sum less 
than the maximum in the ratio of time served by 
the individua! pensioner, to commence trom a 
given date. True, itis a little sooner after the 
close of the war than that action was taken, but 
things go faster now. The country is very much 
richer. We have just got to à point when our 
debt ceases to be a burden, and there is a large 
surplusin the Treasury. That was the exact case 
in 1832, and then under the Democratic adminis- 
tration of Jackson they 

USED A PORTION OF THE SURPLUS 
to pension everybody and distributed tne balance 
among the States. I would agree tothe pension 
part of that action, but notte the distribution 
part, and one great reason I have for agreeing to 
itis that sucha pension law, carefully drawn, 
would entirely do away with pension agents and 
with a large horde of pension officers, detectives 
and clerks, who hunt up evidence and are exam- 
ining disabilities which never existed. It would 
relieve the wants of many a braye and 
good soldier who came out of the war 
apparently uninjured, so that he ¢annot prove 
that ill health which he now was the act- 


wal result ot service, and . * le the 
who fought bravely all the 


@angers of the'war the same recompense that some 
soldiers who were struggling inthe rear and got 
run over by an army wagon are receiving. Any 
pension law must pension undeserving men. The 
trouble with our present pension laws is that they 
do not pension all the deserving.” 

„Where would we get the money to carry out 
such a plan as you suggest?” 

“appropriate the tax upon whisky, malt liquor 
and tobacco to this object, and you will get 
enough to make a sufficient fund, and the taxa- 
tion may be diminished one-nalf and yet pension 
all our living soldiers. Then the internal reve- 
nue tax, the constitutionality of which, unless as 
a war tax. may well be questioned, ought, as a war 
tax to be deyoted to making good to the nation 
the expense which the war entailed in the shape 
of pensions. It this is done it will take a stum- 
bling block out of the way of tariff reformers and 
protectionists alike. 

THE AMOUNT TO BE RAISED 

by tariff can be limited exactly to the actual ex- 

penses of carrying on the Government, less the 
pensions, and such alterations can be made in the 
interna] revenue taxation as to get rid of a hurde 
of officers now required, and by putting out of 
service the o fficers employed in the Internal Rey- 
enue Bureau, the country can be relieved of 

what is its greatest curse, a horde of office-holders. 
Again, if the internal revenue tax is devoted to 
the payment of pensions, nodody can complain of 
the tax, for if he doesn’t want to be taxed he need 

only stop smoking and drinking. Weof the North 

might become reconciled very soon to admit the 
poor, disabled Southern soldier, who fought hon- 
estly for his belief, by pensioning him sufficiently 

to relieve him from want, especially as the tax on 
whisky and tobacce falls largely upon the South- 

ern section of the country.”

SOUTHERN REAL ESTATE, 


Inauguration of a Stupendous Boom in 
Alabama—Sales Yesterday. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

TUSCUMBIA, ALA., May 9.—The greatest real 
estate enterprise that has been attempted in the 
South in twenty years began yesterday. The 
Seney syndicate of New York, together with 
Atlanta capitalists, purchasea 3,000 acres of land 
in Colbert County and laid out acity, the first 
lots of which were sold to-day at 
auction. Jere Baxter of the Memphis 
and Charleston Rallroad, and Walter 8. Gordon 
of Atlanta manages tbe sale, and, although there 
is not a building on the land, 118 lots were sold 
for $130,000, an unprecedented price for Southern 
real estate. Five thousand ple were present 
bidding for lots and the greatest excitement pre- 
valled. The first one sold brought . $1,000. he 
stock of the corporation has gone up 600 per cent. 

THE PRINCIPAL INVESTORS 

are from New York, Philadelphia, Atlanta, Chi- 
cago, Mobile, New Orleans and &. Louis. The 
sale continues two more days. Sheffield, the new 
town, is on the Tennessee River at the head of 
navigation, and $10,000,000- will be spent to make 
it the iron manufacturing centre of Alabam and 
to cheapen the cost of iron, with a view 
to persuading Pennsylvania manufactur- 
ers to come here. new raltlroad 
eighteen miles long to the coal and iron beds was 
completed to-day and contracts are made for 
building three furnaces, gas aud Water works, and 
a hotel to cost $30,000, en thousand people are 
here to-night.

Dion Boucicault’s “Conference” on 
the Art of Acting. 


Gems From the Speaker 's Manuseript— 
Stage Struck People Applying for Po- 
sitions — Many Well-Known Profes- 
sionals Present. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispateh. 

New Lokk, May 9.—Ano audience of nearly 800 
persons, many of them members of the theatrical 
profession, was present at the Madison Square 
theater yesterday afternoon, when Dion Boucl- 
cault gave his conference, as he termed it, “On 
the Art of Acting,” the proceeds tobe given to 
the Actors’ Fund, which had been postponed from 
a week ago Thursday on account of the lectur- 
er’s indisposition. The setting upon the stage 
was-a library, with a standing reading desk 
in the center, with a large 
faience lamp near it. Mr. Boucicault 


on appearing was ted with liberal applause. 
He wore a néat-fitting brown suit, with Prince Al- 
bert @oat, standing collar and white tle. “Many 
of you,” he said, “frequentiy come to the theater, 
as Conn would say ‘borne on a shutter,’ better 
fitted for the hospital than to on the s ad 
He then briefly gave the difference between a lect- 
ure aud a conference. lu the latter if 1 say 
anything you do not quite comprehend you are at 
liberty to ask me why.

THE METHODIST CONFERENCS, 


The Question of Fixing an Episcopal 
Residence in Europe. 

PSILADELPHIA, May 9.—The Methoaist Com 
ference reassembied tois morning, with Bishop 
Bowman in the chair. Rev. Dr. Coxe of Iowa 
conducted the devotional exercises. Bishop Har- 
ris announced, in response to aresolution adopt 
ed yesterday by the General Conference, that ip 
its judgment and the Board of Bishops, the eee 
tion of three additional Bighops will “adequately 


provide for the requirements of the episcopal of 
fice. 

The Standing Committee on Missions reported, 
recommending the fixing of an episcopal rest 
dence in Europe and India. A delegate moved 
its reference to the Committee on Episcopacy. 

Ram Chandera Bose, a lay delegate from North 
India, moved a further consideration of the mat 
ter. Postpoved until Monday.

The Largest Failure Hver Known 
on Wall Street.

Gen. Grant and His Family Fearfally In · 
volved—Fred Grant Says He is Look- 
ing for Work—Grant & Ward’s Liabili- 
ties Will Reach $10,000,000 — 4 
Clerk’s Statement. 


New York, May 9.—The suspicion groWs that 
the Grant- Ward failure is much more serious than 
at first suspected. A well-known member of the 
Stock Exchange to-day said: For four or five 
months I have heard rumors of the queer trans- 
actions of Grant & Ward. I do not 
think $8,000,000 by any means an extrava- 
gant estimate of the liabilities of the firm. 
My belief is that they will exceed 610, 000, 000. 
When their failure was announced I said it 
would be the largest Wall street ever saw, and I 
am more firmly convineed than ever of the truth 
of these estimates. What the assets can be no 
one knows, but probably very small, and the dis- 
parity in the figures will undoubtedly cause a sur- 
prise.“ 

Aclerk of Grant & Ward said: “The 
amount of their liabilities will updoubtedly 
de very large. Tney are discovering new busi- 
ness every day. Yes, I know the names of some 
persons caught, but cannot give them. Some 
gentiemen are in for $500,000, and others for still 
larger sums.” 

WARD DID IT. 

William O. Smith of the Stoek Exchange, a 
member of the firm said: “I do not think the 
statement of the assignee will be ready until the 
latter part of next week. I don’t think the 
amount of the liabilities will reach §8,000,000, al- 
though that is a matter of which I have no 
knowledge. Those figures are all 
gossip, and are, I think, 
extravagantly large. The railroad companies 
which réceived the loans on securities which have 
been transferred to other persons, are amply pro- 
tected and will lose nothing. The loss fall chiefly 
upon individuals who have investea money with 
the firm.

Accordingly the department is listening anx- 
iously for the arrival of an ,invedtigating officer, 
While the feeling was at its height, the Major 
created the office of head janitor of the Custom 
House, and appointed his brother 
to fill it, with a salary of $1056 per month, 
and it cap be readily understood that this 
did not act as oil on the troubled waters, or 
serve to make the men who had been cut to a 
smaller figure for work that was far nore respoa- 
sibie and exacting feel a bit more friendly to- 
ward their superior. In justice to the men who 
are affected by the cut it should be stated that 
one Of them declared most ney to à re- 
ete that be believed Maj. Whitney bad done all 
e possibly could to avert the outrage. 
A ROW IN THE CELLAR, TOO. 

While waiting for his investigation from Wash- 
ington to begih, Major Whitney is having a real 
lively time with his basement department. A 
number of the white men who shovel coal, tend 
tlie fires, etc.,were rendered mutinous not a great 
while age by the appointmeni of a colored man 
named Washington to boss them, and a wrangle 
begun which finally began to wake the echoes in 
Major Whitney’s luxurious apartments on the 
second floor, He determined in the interest of 
economy, harmony and discipline to fre the 
men who objected to being bossedin the Wash- 
lngtonian style. So seven of them were told that 
as the CustomHouse would be warm enough with- 
out quite so much stoking and fiynting in the cel- 
lar, their services would be dispensed with, The 
gl men are very loudin their com- 
plaints. 

Said Mr. Charles Eckerly toa Posr-Drar Aron 
reporter: 1 was a fireman in the Custom House 
all winter,but I had te quit because I couldn't get 
along with that coon Washington. You see he is 
agreat big négro, and it was his first chance to 
buildoze a lot Of white men and I tell you be 
worked it. He got him a piece of wood and 
whittled it into the shape of a sword, and all day 
long he would walk up and down over us yellin 
out, “Git into the sbafts, men!“ “Coal 
pile, men!” “Grab a root, men!” and 
all that kind of thing, and not a day would pass 
that be didn’t curse somebody. There was an- 
other negro working at the fires. Each of the 
white men bad four boilers to fire, and wheel coal 
and ashes for, and this. negro hadgoniv one, 
and yet Washington used to make us wheel the 
coal and ashes for the other negro. Then this 
other negro, his name was H. Jones Esquire, 
made him a wooden sword, wo, and he and Wash- 
ington used to put in the great part of 
their time fencing with cach other and 
aoing masonie business with the 
two woodeniswords, and Curry, the engineer, 
would come down and laugh at them for tt. But 
then that was nothing for Curry. He never dtd 
any engineer work at all. He used to come dowa 
in the boiler room with a plug hat and kid gloves 
on, and he never took off his coat once. In fact, 
he never stayed down there at all, unless when 
we storedjbim away in the store room when 
was drunk.”

“Well, I can bring three men that were firemen 
there with me, Harry Cumming, Wm. 
Otting and Beverly Jackson, to swear to lf ali 
the same.

LIFE IN A FAR-AWAY PLACE, 


How the Hamals or Porters of Constan- 
« tinople Live at Home, 
From the Constantinople Express. 


Far up the ancient river Halys, on either 
side, is many a village where almost every 
house has a man at work in Constantinople ; 
for the farmiug of these villages is just about 
as ancient as the river, and needs outside 
help to hold-its own year by year. And as 
there is no bank in Anatolia and no system 
of postal-notes, sometimes from 5 to 10 per 
cent of the hamal’s earnings is consumed by 
the sharp * for transferring the re- 
home. rom Constantinople to the old 

ome. 

These Armenian women and girls, which. 
they left behind them, are usually * as 
well as the men. Indeed, any one born there 
with frail constitution dies before Jong run- 
ning this gauntlet of infantile disease and 
exposure; so that only the strong are left. 
And the twopence worth per day on which 
they live, of coarse bread and curds, or hull- 
ed wheat and simple soups, helps to develop 
beautitel teeth and bones, good digestion 
and iron muscles. Some years ago an Amer- 
ican doctor, practicing in Sivas, told meit 
was not at all uncommon for a village wom- 
an to take her child, one or two days old, on 
her back and walk three miles to town to in- 
quire of him if everything was ali right with 
them. But when the doctor asked one of 
them, “Why don’t you learn to read,“ she 
answered, with that uliar 2 shrog 
of her magnificent shoulder: “Ugh! You 
getout. What can a cow learn?” And 
some of them are about as awkward in 
handling a needle, too, as a cow would 

hena hamal, or custom-house porter, 
returns after years at Stamboul, he natural- 
ly brings with him new ideas. I know one 
who presented his wife with a full set of 
civilized spoons, knives and forks; but she 
promptly traded them off and turned again 
to rely solely on the great wooden spoons of 
her ancients and on fingers. Another stead- 
ily refused to sell his daughter till the villa- 
gers made him pay $75 for a girl his boy 
wanted. Others discourse learnedly on cus- 
tom-house tricks and on the different Euro- 
pean linguas. Some of them are quite ea- 
ger forthe mental improvementof their wom- 
en and children. I visited a small village 
near Silvas which has a good school for both 
sexes, supported entirely by the interest on 
money contributed from its own citizens 
working in Stamboul. Some time ago stroll- 
ing into an Armenian village church, 
I took a secluded corner and heard 
sentiments in the address of the bishop there 
which ten years ago would have been con- 
sidered rank heresy, worthy only an Ameri- 
can missionary. Amon other excellent 
things the bishop said: ucate every one 
of your girls, and simplify your weddings. 
Here's one of your young men, with elastic 
step and beaming face. He has a future of 
vast possibilities. Rumors of a wedding 
rise. hat young man goes to town. At eve 
he return 8 heavily. You look into 
his face. “tt is no face at all. What's the 
matter, man? Gota toothache? Your girl 
dead?’ ‘Oh, nothing, nothing,’ he gars, but I 
know he has to-day run 6,000 piastres ($250) 
into debt for the extravagance, of one of our 
village weddings. A few months later for 
that debt he goes to Constantinople to 
de a slave for years, and leaves his young 
wife tobeanother here. Beloved! by your 
own voluntary slavery to evil custom we are 
becoming poorer and fewer every year in this 
progressive century.”

THE JEANNETTE EXPEDITION. 
As the testimony before the Jeannette in- 
vestigating committee drags out its weary 
length, it discloses evidences of incompe- 


navy mismanagement quite in keeping with 
what we know of naval failures in great 
matters. - In the first place there is mani- 
fested an ever present desire to suppress all 
kinds of testimony. This of itself justifies 
the worst suspicions. Why should anybody 
wish to suppress anything; why should 
there be anything to sappress? 

The answer comes in the revelations 
which could not be suppressed. They show 
that the failures, the confusion and the 
blunders, are all parts of one grand system 
of chaos, which permeates the navy officers. 
Amid the dangers of an Arctic voyage, 
where muscular strength and physical en- 
durance are the chief reliances for safety, 
where the lives of the whole party may at 
any time depend on any one man, the com- 
missioned officers attempt to enforce the 
martinet discipline of the navy-yard against 
their men, but refuse te recognize any dis- 
cipline or restraint as binding on them- 
Selves. Cursing and blackguardism and in- 
sults of all kinds are kept up under the 
shadow of death, and American citizens 
risking their lives in the service of their 
country are treated like dogs. 

These are small matters, but they show 
that our whole naval service is demoral- 
ized, and it is not to be wondered at. Cor- 
ruption and incompetence has been the 
rule at the head of the Department for 
nearly twenty years of inglorious inac- 
tivity. Favoritism, nepotism, extrava- 
gance, pretence and fraud have been the 
steady features of its management amid all 
changes of time and administrations, until 
the navy has become the national dis- 
grace, and until it constitutes by itself a 
sufficient cause to justify the people in over- 
throwing the party responsible for it. 


UNHAPPY FRANCE. 

People in this country who bewail the 
unfortunate condition of politics may de- 
rive a great deal of consolation from conr 
templating the much worse eondition of 
polities in France. Here the worst that our 
politicians propose to do is to rob us of our 
money and lands, They do not propose any 
change in our government; on the contrary, 
they are extremely well satisfied with a 
government which gives them such accept- 
able pickings. 

But in France the present form of gov- 
ernment is a compromise, as all forms of 
government have been for a hundred years. 
Instead of representing universal consent 
and harmony of opinion among the people, 
the government which happens to hold 
power for the time being merely represents 
the conflict of irreconcileable factions. 

At present the government is a republic. 
As it is based on universal suffrage and as 
it not only divorces church and state, but 
persecutes the church, it might seem radical 
enough to suit the most extreme radicals. 
But it is not. 

The republic stands between the anarch- 
ists on one hand and the monarchists on the 
other. Instead of gaining strength and 
growth it appears to be weakening from the 
action of irresistible forces. The anarch- 
ist spirit is growing stronger, net only in 
France, butin every country, and each ac- 
cession to the ranks of the anarchists drives 
the more moderate and more timid Repub- 
licans into the ranks of the monarchists, 
The rule works both ways; the opposing 
influences act and react on each other and 
the republic is weakened on both sides. 

How long the present Government will 
last depends on circumstances which cannot 
vet be defined. Taxes in France are very 
high and the finances are in bad shape, but 
the people are fairly prosperous. No one 
cap measure the relative strength of eon- 
servative and revolutionary feeling. The 
situation is complicated dy the external 
dangers which areas threatening as the in- 
ternal discords. But the principle of popular 
sovereignity is unddéubtedly undergoing a 
severe testin the republic where we have 
so many reasons for wishing that it may 
succeed.

Mr. J. J. Conxmiteox, the lawyer who 
cowhided Judge Ruip of the Kentucky Su- 
preme Court, has lost twenty pounds of flesh 
in the few weeks intervening since his ex- 
ploit.

his repentance and his readiness to make 
every reparation in his power.

The old authors, poets and orators, even 
the divine bard Shakspeare, peopled the 
earth, sea and air with all sorte of monsters 
and bugaboos. There were then many 
worlds for science to conquer, and when the 
Marco Polos, Captain Magellans and Lord 
Monboddos, and people who had been far 
countries for to see, came back with yarns of 
incredibly fierce and ferocious monsters, 
why, the stay-at-homes had nothing to do 
but believe. There are no more Abyssinias 
for ingenious Dr. Johnsons to im- 
provise happy valleys out of, 
and to people with MRasselases and 
other happy mortals. India and the Perus 
are explored, the Amazon is no longer a 
mystery, we know whiere the Nile rises, and 
nearly all the earth has yielded up its mys- 
teries to science and man, excepting, of 
course, Symmes’ Hole and the impenetrable 
Nortb Pole. The ignorance of our early 
writers upon subjects of natural history 
seems at this day astonishing; yet can not 
fail to be amusing. The sea especially was 
peopled with queer monsters.

Livy speaks of 
one that stopped the progress of the whole 
Roman Army,and Diodorus tells of one capt- 
ured in Africa that was sixty feet long. 


The hydra was another terrible serpent 
that Hercules killed, which had seven, nine 
or fifty heads, according to the pleasure of 
the poet; ard when one was cut off another 
sprouted, like the star-fish’s legs, though 

udibras disputes this point: 

“This truth is maintained by philosophers still, 
That 4 hair grows again, but the head never 
will.’ 


The hydra is supposed to have been a 
brother of the chimera. 

There are two animals mentioned by 
Shakspeare. The first is often represented 
in heraldic designs. It is a flying serpent, 
the forepart asadragon with wings, and 
the latter part as a snake, but differing from 
the dragon in only having two legs. The 
cockatrice, or basilisk, was a sort of missing 
link between birds and reptiles. The 
Scotch claimed that he came from an egg, 
laid by a cock, after he was seven years old. 
Pliny describes it under the name of basi- 
lisk, and claims thatits very odor is death 
to man and animals. Serpents fly from it, 
and the mortal whom it looked upon died.

| OUR FIRST RULERS. 
Extracts From the Diary of Mao- 


lay, Pennsylvania's First Unit- 
ed States Senator. 


— 


Settling the Question of Titles—What 
to Call the President—Offlelal Eti- 
quette, 


President Arthur recently received from a 

riend in New York a book which he has 
read with the greatest interest, and has 
spoken of it to his friends as one of the 
most fascinating volumes that ever came in- 
to his hands, tis the diary of William 
Maclay, the first Senator to the United States 
Senate from Pennsylvania, in 1789-1790. In 
those days all the sessions of the Senate 
were secret, and there is no report of the de- 
bates and business transacted, except a ver 
meager summary of results accomplish 
which appears on the Senate journal, an 
occasional references to matters of interest 
in the writings of Adams, Madison, Hamil- 
ton, and others. 

Senator Maclay is not known tothe biog- 
raphies of American statesmen, as his official 
life was brief, and most people never heard 
of him. He was a Pennsylvanian by birth, 
of Scotch-irish parentage, and married the 
daughter of John Harris, the founder of the 
city of Harrisburg. He was an intense ad- 
mirer of Washington, to whom he frequently 
alludes as 4 man in the world, but 
toward the ed of his term fell out with the 
President because of bis (Maclay's) oppo- 
sition to the plans and policy of government 
suggested by Hamilton, advocated by Adauis 
and adopted by the administration. 

While he frequently criticifes Washing- 
ton’s love of display and his imitation of 
royalty in etiquetie of the Executive Man- 
sion, he alway refers to him with respect, 
and laments that he can not be great in all 
things.“ 

The manuscript of his diary was found 
some years ago by George Harris, a descend- 
ant of his wife’s family, who published a 
limited edition, a copy of which recently fell 
into the hands of the President, Mr. 
Maclay’s motive in keeping a diary, as he 
explains, was to be able to render an account 
of his stewardship to his constituents, and 
he did not care to rely upon a defective mem- 
be He carried out his purpose with con- 
scientious fidelity, and each night before re- 
tiring recorded the events of the day, with 
abstracts of the speeches made in the Senate 
and observations upon the acts and motives 
of his associates. It is the only known 
record of the events of those importaut days, 
and its value cannot be overestimated. 

In those — there was also great trouble 
about the style and title of the officers of 
the Government, and the Senate spent weeks 
in the discussion of the matter. Jonn Ad- 
ams, according to Maclay, wanted pomp- 
ous and lordiy distinctions,” and in those 
days the Vice-President took an active part 
in the aebates of the Senate, scolding tile 
members as a schoolmaster woulda set of 
disorderly pupils. 

The question came up on the 24th of April 
1789, on a resolution that a committee of 
three members be appointed to consider and 
report what style or titles it will be proper 
to annex to the office of President and Vice 
President of the United States, if any other 
than those given in the Constitution. 

Mr. Adams. the Vice-President, addressed 
the Senate first upon the resolution regard- 
ing the double capacity in which he acted as 
Vice-President,and President of the Senate, 
and his official relation to the President, and 
seemed to be in a great flurry over the ques- 
tion. Mr. Maclay reports him as saying: 

THE VICB-PRESIDENT’S DILEMMA. 

“Ido not know whether the framers of 
the Constitution had in view the two Kings 
of Sparta, the two Consuls of Rome, or of 
the two Suffetes of Carthage, when the 
formed it—one to have ali the power, an 
the other to do nothing. Nor do I know 
whether the architect who formed our room, 
and the wide chair in it (to hold two; I sup- 
pose,) had the Constitution before him. Gen- 
tlemen, I feel great difficulty how toact. I 
am possessed of the separate powers, the one 
in esse and the other in posse. Lam Vice- 
President. In this I am nothing, but I may 
be 8 But Jam President also of 
the Senate. hen the President comes into 
this chamber, what shall I be? I wish you 
to think, gentlemen, what shall I be?” 

“A solemn silence ensued,” writes Mr. 
Maclay. God forgive me, for it was invol- 
untary, but the profane muscles of my face 
were in trim for laughter in spite of my in- 
disposition, Mr. Ellsworth thumped over 
the sheet Constitution and turned it for 
some time. At length he arose and with 
profound gravity addressed the Chair: 

„Ar. President: I have looked over the 
Constitution, and I find, sir—it is clear and 
evident, sir, that wherever the Senate is to 
be, there, sir, you must be at the head of 
them ; but further, sir (and he looked aghast, 
as if some tremendous gulf had formed be- 
fore him), I shail not pretend to say.“ 

HIS HIGH MIGHTINESS. 

It appears that Washington was in favor 
of an additional title to be bestowed upon 
the President, and recommended that of his 
high mightiness, which was applied to the 
stadt halders of Holland. 

A committee was chosen to consider the 
subject, and decided upon “his elective 
majesty” as the proper thing. It was taken 
from the practice of Poland. The 
was debated at length. “Mr. Lee of 
ginia,” writes Mr. Maclay, “who was a 
simon-pure Democrat, appeared to favor all 
tities, led the business. He took the ground 
that all the world, civili and savage, 
called for titles. There was something in 
human nature that occasioned this general 
consent. Therefore he conceded it w 


right. 

„Mr. Ellsworth was in favor of a kingly 
title, Mr. Bard of South Carolina, sup- 

rted him. Mr. Carroll of Maryland and 

r, Maclay argued that “The President’ was 
the constitutional titie, and that the Chief 
Magistrate needed no other. Mr. Ellsworth 
ridiculed the suggestion. He enumerated 
how common the appellation of President 
was, there were presidents of fire companies 
and cricket clubs. He believed that some of 
the States authorized tities by their Consti- 
tutions. The President reminded him that 
Connecticut did. 

SOME OTHER TITLE. 

“Mr. Izard moved that the title of the 
President be ‘His Excellency.’ Mr. Lee 
proposed ‘His Elective Highness,’ and made 
a long speech to the effect that such a title 
would add weight, dignity, importance, and 
authority to the Government, at home.and 
abroad.’ 

Mr. Maclay replied that “it was impos- 
sibie for any title to add to the respect en- 
tertained for Gen. Washington. If you give 
them the title of any foreign prince or po- 
tentate, a belief would follow that the man- 
ners of that prince and his modes of govern- 
ment would be adopted by the President on 
a with any prince of blood in Europe. 
There were none of them that could enter 
the lists of true glory with him.”

The Untortunate Outcome of a Law 


and Order Meeting Last Night.

A Growlsome Growl. 

St. Louis has had two nights of “Musical Fes- 
tival.” The first,on Wednesday evening, was a 
promiscuous concert, given to a small audience— 
not over 600 sold tickets. Barring a considerable 
number of very serious blemishes, to put it mildly, 
the concert was highly successful and worthy a 
better public recognition than was giyen it. 


Last night the “Creation” was announced, with 
Madame Hauk, Montegriffo and Whitney, as 
soloists.. The first two were there, while Mr. 
Whitney was conspicuous by his absence, his 

lace being filled at the last moment 

y Mr. Dierkes, who deserves great 
credit uuder the pd hae 2 ordeal, 
both for his good nature in attempt 35 it and for 
the measure of success he attained. Mr. Whitney 
can sing the “Creation” music. Neither of thd 
other two announced artists“ can. Madame 
Hauk was not melodious nor expressive. 
She varied the score to suit 
the limitations of her voice, 
and thus missed many needful and effective cli- 
maxes z and this was among the least of her 
faults. As for the tenor, he was simply ludicrous 
and beneath criticism, ‘Ibe choruses were fair, 
but not extraordinary, judged even by a St. Louis 
standard. The attack was confident ana the 
reading accurate, but the “Creation” choruses 
are easily achieved by any singing 
society of average numbers and ability. 
Much of the time the orchestra was wretchedly 
out of tune; and in the fortissimo passages it 
simply extinguished the chorus. There were per- 
haps a thousand people in the audience. 

About seven years ago the Creation“ was giv- 
en in the large hall of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
to an audience of nearly three thousand 
people. The soloists were Miss Emma Thursby, 
soprano; Mr. Alex. Bischoff, tenor: Mr. Franz 
Remmertz, bass. The comparisons suggest 
themselves. That was nota “Musical Festival.” 
There was no flourish of trumpets abeut it. It 
did not have a “guarantee fund.” It was not 
even embellished and spiced with disputes and 
quarrels. Itwas quietiy undertaken halfa 
dozen gentlemen and carried forward to a suc- 
cessful result. 

Do these reminiscences prove that musical art 
is progressing in St. Louis? Are we building the 
“handsomest Music Hall on the continent” for a 
„Musical Festival” performance like that of last 
night? Doésthe “slobber’’ of the morning pa- 
pers over that performance correctly indicate the 
ny intelligence of the villagers of St.
